Probably anthrax car- 
buncies should not be lanced or other- 
wise operated on.

Anthrax ts not always fatal. Of the 
New York series of cases about two- 
thirds recovered with most all treat- 
ments. The proportion recovering after 
the use of antitoxin was larger than in 
thé other groups. Most df the New York 
cages were infected from brushes of one 
Sort and another. Shaving brushes far 
ovtranked other brushes as a cause. 

A health department can hold down 
an outbréak without great trouble. Mm 
1920 there were twenty cases in New 
York City. By requiring that shaving 
brushes and hair goods generally be dis- 
infected and by requiring shaving 
brashes to show where they were made

It causes some people to 
snore, and some to have nightmare. 

2. Not specially. The ordinary man can 
gicep abont as comfortably in one position 
as in another. With certain diseases, euch 
as heart disease and pleurisy, comfort causes 
@ person to lie in one or another position. 
Left to himeelf, every individual will sleep 
in those positions that represent the great- 
est comfort, and no amount of rule will 
make any difference. One's build genecraily 
determines what positions af comfortable 
for him. 

In certain disgases, a person should not 
be left to seftle the matter for himeelf. 
For instance, at the King Home for Elderty 
Men, an attendant sees to it that patients 
sick in bed with bad eolds do not lie for 
hours in the same position. This is because 
they are liable to develop pneumonia in 
the back of the lung or in snother region 


of the lang where the blood is allowed to 


stagnate.

gan Belmont, sons of the late sports- 
man and financier, it became known 
today through close friends of the 
family that all the horses in training, 
as well as those on the Nursery breed- 
ing farm in Kentucky, will soon pass 
out of the Belmont family. 

How, when, or where the/stock will 
be disposed of is not known. The fam- 
lly porbably hasn't decided on those 
details yet. Mrs. Belmont as well as 
Raymond and Morgan, would like to 
retain the stable and Nursery farm in- 
tact, but to settle the estate it was 
found necessary to sell. 

Will Retain Nursery Farm. 
But the same does not apply to the 
Nursery farm. This is an up to date 
breeding plant of 1,000 acres situated 
on the outskirts of Lexirgton. This 
is a residence as well as a farm.
